A Frank Confession. | 


The special commissioner of the New 
York: Herald whose letters from Canada 
have been marked with such a spirit of 
fairnéas froin. the first to the lust, thus takes 
leave of us : 

‘Taken wholly the people of Canada are 
ahead of our great Yankee nation in the 
qualities of honest kindness, frank speech 
and genial hospitality, It must be like 
plunging into a cold bath to pass from the 
warm, human atmosphere of Oanadian 
Society into the hollow, freezing vanities 
of New England life. 

I would summarizo my views of the 
Dominion thus:—The great mass of tho 
people have no desire for annexation, for 
this reason—an innate aversion to the 
j average American character. Oanadians, 
asa rule, are not rich, but they enjoy a 
mediocre degree of comfort und competency, 
They prefer being as they are to running 
the risk of annexation, one of which risks 
they Jirmly believe would be a compulsory 
measure saddling on them a share of tho 
public debt.’

Ontario Legislature. 


THE APPROACHING SESSION, 


(Prom the Monotary Times.) 

The Ontario Logislature is to assemble 
early in Jasuary, Tho chicf feature of the 
Session will undoubtedly bo the proposed 
moasure for tho distribution of the surplus 
and settloment of the Municipal Loun Fund 
question, This subject is of the deepest ins 
terest to the whole Province, and is admit- 
tedly intricate and difficult to deal with it. 
Whatever other measures may be intro- 
duced by tho Govornmont, this great ques- | 
tion, affecting as it does, oyery Municipal- 
ity in the Province, must excite tho largest 
share of interest and attention. 

The Private Bill Legislation has been an: 
nually increasing, but the number of no- 
tices now given shows that tho approaching 
Segsion will surpass all provious ones in 
this respect, There seems to be little short 
of a mania throughout the Province for 
legislation, and if tho ‘collective wisdom” 
is brought earnestly to bear’on each of the 
bills to be proposed, the people's represen- 
tatives will find their office very far frim a 
sinecure, 

Acts of Incorporation are in as great de- 
niand as eyer, indicative of increasing en 
torprise and spirit on the part of the com- 
munity, ‘ Tho following list comprises the

and the Cobourg town Trust to enable 
them to issue secondiclass debentures to 
dredgo and improve Oobourg Hirbor. 
Among this class, we may mention an Act 
to amalgamate the Agricultural Investment 
Society and Savings Bank, the London 
Freehold and Leasehold Land Benefit 
Building Society and the London Union 
Savings, Loan and Permanent Investinent 
Society.

| My way about it, I would yo back 
and remain the rest of my days, 
dise for an indolent man. Ifa man is rich 
he can live expensively, and his gratdeur 
will be respected as in other parts of the 
earth ; if he is poor he can herd with th 
hatives, and live on next to nathing ; he 
can sun himself all day lony undes the pale 
trees, and be no more troubled by his cons 
science than a butterfly would, 

When you are in that blessed retreat 
ycu are safe from the turwuil of life’ AY 
drowse your days away in a Lif Boop 
dream of peace; the past is a forgutied 
thing, the present is heaven, the future you 
leave to take care of itself. You are in tho 
centre of the Pacific Ocean ; you are two 
thousand miles from any continent; you 
are millions of miles from the war? as 
far as you can see, on any hand, the crested 
billows wall the horizon, and beyond this 
barrier‘the wide universe is but a foreign 
land to you, and barren of interest, .

Cook was born, maybe, and while you 
shiver in your fors you may cast your eye 
down on the sweep of the invuntain side 
and tell exactly where the frigid ze ends 
and vegetable life begins ; a stunted and 
tormented growth of trees sliades down into 
a taller and freer species, and that in 
turn, into the full foliage and varied tints 
of the temperate zone ; further down, 
the more ordinary green toue of a forest 
‘washes over the edges of a broad bar of 
orange trees that embraces the mountain 
like w belt, aud is so deep and dark a green 
that distauce mukes it black ; and stilt fur- 
ther down, your eyes rests upon the levels - 
Of the sea-shore, where the sugar-cane is 
scorching in the sun, und the feathery 
cocoa'palm glassing itself in the tropical 
waves; and where you know the sinful 
natives are lolling about in utter nakedness 
and never knowing or caring that you and 
your suow and your chatiering teeth are so 
close by. S» you perceive, you can look 
down upon all the climates of the earth, 
and note the kinds of colors of all the yegs 
tutions, just witha glace of the eye-~ and 
this glance only travels over about three 
miles as the bird flies too, 


ABOUT THE NATIVES. 


The natives of the islands nunibor only 
50,000, and the whites about 3,000 chiefly 
Americans. According to Capt. Cook, the 
natives Bhumbecred 400,000 less than a hun- 
dred years ago. Bat the traders brought 
labor and fancy diseuses—in other words, 
long deliberate, infallible destruction ; and 
the missionaries brought the means of 
grace and got them ready, Su the two 
forces are working along harmoniously, 
and anybody who knows anything about 
figures can tell you exuctly when the last 
Kanaka will be in Abraham's bosom aud 
his islands in the hands of the whites. It 
is the same as calculating an eclipse- if you 
get started right, you cannot miss it. For 
nearly o century the natives have been 
kpeping up a ratio of about three births to 
five deaths, aud you can see what that 
must result in. No doube in fifty years o 
Kanaka will be a curiosty in his own land, 
and as an investment will be soperior co a 
circus. 

Tam truly sorry that these poople are 
dying out, for they are about the'most in- 
teresting savages there are, ‘heir language 
is softand musical, it has not a hissing 
sound in it, and all their words end with a 
vowel, They would call Jim Fisk Jimmy 
Fikki, for they will even do violence to a 

proper name if it grates too harshly in its 
naturalatate. Tho [talian is raspy and dis- 
agreeable compared to the Hawaiian tongue. 

These people used to go naked, but tho 
missionavies broke that up ; in the towns 
the mon wear clothing now, and in the 
country a plug hatand a brvech-clout ; or 
if they have company thoy pat oma shirt 
collar aud a vest. othing but religion 
andeducation could have wrought these 
admirable changes. The women wear & 
single loose calico gown that falls without 
a break from neck to heels,

While the fighting was yoimg on at the 
foot of the stairs Mrs, Stewart of this place 
rushed iato the bar-room to defend her hus! 
band. She endeavored to explain that 
Stewart was not the cause of the fight, and 
begged that the roftinns would not murder 
him. Scarcely had the words escaped her 
lips before shy was knocked down and in: 
hamanly kicked and trampled upon, ‘Two 
of her ribs wore crushed in, and she was

Important Decision in Ontario 
Oourt of Hrror and Appeulk ] 


Re GoopnuB Wits Cas. --On Wednesday 
the Ovurt gave judgment in this caso upon 
tho appeal from the decision of the Court 
of Chancery, allowing tho’ potition for din: 
tribution under the Act passed by the Ou- 
tario Logislature and intended to garry out 
tho provisions of the Act. Ohief Justice 
Drapor remarked strongly upon the impro- 
priety of the intermoddling with vested 
rights by tho Legislature and cited many 
authoritios to support the conclusions ho 
had arrived at. Ho held, however, that 
tho Parliament of Ontario had power to 
make auch laws as soomod fit tothem within 
tho Constitution as fixed by the British 
Amorican Act, and tho question for the 
court was, What did tho Legislature mean 
by tho Act in dispute? In the conrse of a 
vory elaborate judgment, ho came to the 
conclusion that it made no difference 
whether thé parties took contingent or 
Voatod intorests in the estate of the testator. 
Tt wis the cloar intention of ‘the Legisla- 
ture, by the Act, that they should tuke 
beneficial sharos_at once. He considered

tion to the scale of intelligent humanity is 
at stake, can only be pronounced petty illi- 
herality and criminal neglect. ‘There are 
‘honorable exceptions to this charge T am 
lappy to state, for there are ufew mun 
cipal corporations which haye taken consid- 
erable interest in the matter, und have sent 
forward pupils with great promptitude, 

The cost of supporting a pupil, including 
board, tuition, &., is nearly $200, yet 
many Gouncils refuse “to appropriate $40 
for cach pmpil tu enable these unfortunate 
children to be educated ; while o1 the oth- 
er hand, there ave many parents who are 
supporting pupils at the Tustitution, who, 
to our knowledge, cannot affurd to pay the 
amount required for that purpose, but are 
too independent to make application to a 
Council, which more than likely’ would rev 
fuse their request. 

After giving his opinion us to the reason 
more pupils huye not been sent to school 
the Inspector says :— 


In view of the many objections raised by 
municipalities, and the refusal or neglect of 
over three-fourths of them to co-operate 
with the Government in this work ; of the 
liberal and jree education offered to every 
speaking und seeing youth in the Province 
under.our educational system ; of the se- 
verity of the affliction, both to parents and 
children, of deaf-bumbness and blindness 5 
and of the comparatively small amount of 
revenue derived from the payment of the 
board of pupils; in view of all these cir 
cumstances, it becomes a question fur the 
serious consideration of the Government 
and Legislature whether it would not be 
advisable to solve the problem by throwing 
the doors of these Institutions open free tu 
eyery deaf-mute and blind youth of school 
age in the Province of Ontario, Compulsory 
education in respect to deaf-mutes, will ef 
fectually overcome the ‘difficulties which 
have presented themselyes under the work- 
ing of the present system, and will at once 
enable these establishments to accomplish 
the work designed for them. 

An examination of the terms of admission 
of 40 Institutions for the Deaf and Dumb 
and the Blind in various parts of the United 
States shews the following result :—26 are 
free to all pupiis from the State in which 
the Institution is located ; 11 are free to 
pupils whose parents are certitied by cer- 
' tain officials to be in indigent circumstances 

and unable to pay, and in four of them the 
several counties of the State pay for sup- 
port of pupils on the certificate of certain 
officials, 

Four statutory inspections have been 
made of this Institution during the year, 
in the months of January, May, July and 
September, besides other visita on business 
connected with the éstublishment. On all 
these occasions the affairs of the Institution 
in all its departments, both educational and 
domestic, were being administered in 
systematic and efficient manner,

Tt was the mid-winter, the mountains 
along the coast were covered with snow and

There were plenty of scrub trees along 
| the coast,and us we were provided with two _ 
hatchets and 4 good supply of matches, a 
fire was always to be procured, During 
these visits we secured quite a good supply 
of shell fish resembling the muscle, but we 
found that this diet brought on constipa:

operation, The advantage of the plan now 
pursued as contrasted with the one follow- 
ed by Mr, Sandtield Macdonald is that the 
House oan exercise its authority effectually 
and before the mischief isdore, instead of 
after, If the sitaselected fora public in- 
stitution be an objectionable one, the House 
can turn out the Governmont and insist on 
a better sito being adopted. Under the 
old system they could, itis truo, have turn- 
ed out the Ministry, but they could not 
have altered the site. 

This matter being disposed of, Mr. Mer. 
rick moved fer papers referring to the Mar- 
zinge License System. Woe recently called 
attention to thy anomalous state of the law 
in this respect, arising partially out of the 
claim of the Roman Outholic priesthood 
to celebrate the marriages without recog- 
nizing the intervention of any legislative 
enactments, Mr, Morrick, a member, 
who speaks seldom, but always well and 
to the point when he does address the 
House, reviewed the history of the Upper 
Canadian marriage laws, aud explained 
with great clearness the nature of the 
oxisting difficulties. Hoe urged that, to 
compel Protestants to pay a license fee, 
whilst Oatholics were practically exempt, 
was unfair, and that legislation was neces- 
sary to remedy the present unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. Mr, E, B, Wood followed 
and pronounced his opinion generally 
against licenses and in fayour of an im: 
groved system of registration, The Attor- 
ney-general admitted the need for early 
action, but had not yet worked out in his 
mind vhe details of a measure. He held 
out some hopes, howeyer, that he might 
be able to do so before the end of the pre- 
sent session, 

Mr, Hodgins then entered into a very 
able and exhaustive history of the North 
and West Ontario boundaries question. 
He explained with great clearness the 
leading points in the case on which the 
claims of this Province are founded, and 
urged the extreme importance attaching to 
the matter as affecting Ontario interests. 
Mr. Wells, in seconding the motion, point- 
ed out that the proposal uf the Government 
of the Dominion to give away fifty millions 
of acres of land to a Pacific Railway through 
what, if our claims be sustained, is Ontario 
territory, made an early decision yery de 
sirable. The Attorney-General consented 
to bring down some of the papers, but not 
others, as they would disclose prematurely 
the cuse of his Government.

A Ghost Story.| 
AN EXTRAORDINARY APPERARANOE IN ENG: 
LAND—THE SPECTRE OUTWITTED. 


(From the Leeds Mercury, Deo. 6,) 

The Chamberwell ghost story has ended 
in the sentence of the ghost to 13 mouths 
hard labor, For that period at least, there:

‘To most of 
our readers the facts will be known; to 
some they may not. TJhoy are very brief, 
A girl, 17 years of age, named Maria Hor- 
gan,recently entered the service of Mr, Wil- 
iam Wells, 135 Camberwell road,and with- 
in a few weeks of her doing so the premises 
became the almost nightly scene of yery 
disagreeable manifestations. Property wes 
wantonly destroyed, false alarms were raised 
that a ‘man’ was about the place; the girl 
Horgan inflicted upon herself severe bruises 
and she and her fellowrservant indulged in 
hysterical screams. Altogether the house 
was made yery uncomfortable, and the 
neighborhood was thrown mto a etate of 
great excitement. In the long run ‘* The 
Camberwell Ghost” created so much annoy: 
ance and terror chat tho police were sent to 
investigate the matter. For a time even 
their ingenuity was baffled, but the ghost 
became a little too audacious, and the girl 
haying by her own conduct excited sus- 
picion, she was followed to her bedroom, 
where the discovery of a missing watch and 
chain solved the mystery, She was ar 
rested and then her companion confessed to 
the part she had played in aiding if not in 
abetting her, 1t became evident that Hor: 
gan was simply an impudent thief,and that 
her proceedings had no other object than to 
cover Ler felonious designs. Her career was 
short, and not very brilliant, and the pun- 
ishment she is now undergoing was justly 
merited. Encouraged by the notoriety 
which she excited, one or two ghosts have 
appeared in the less frequented parts of 
London, ‘They have been equally material 
and equally unscrupulous, ‘l'welve months 
imprisonment, let us hope, will prove aguf- 
ficient warning to deter others from follow: 
ing their example.

Circumstantial Hyidence. 


Ben Shelby, Arthur Shelby, Ball Woods 
and William Woods were convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree, in Burnet County, 
last week, and sentenced by Judge” Carner 
to be hanged on Friday, Jan. 18th. The 
case was one of the most interesting in the 
annals of the criminsl trials. Ben Me- 
Keever, the murdered man, wos shot from 
his horse at night, near Shelby’s, his throat 
cut,-his body carried on horseback three 
miles, and thrown iuto a caye in the prairie 
160 feet deep. A large rock was placed on 
the*bloody spot where his throat was cut, 
and apparently every precaution was taken 
to avoid detection. The appearance of the 
rock indicated to the keen eye of the fron: 
tiersman that it had been recently placed 
there, _ Close by it was paper wadding tired 
from a shot gun, On examination of the gun 
of Ben Shelby, paper wadding was found 
in it, and another piece of paper 
that had evidently been fired from 
a ahot-gno was found under Shelby’s 
doorstep, In his house was found the 
Chimney Corner periodical, and it was as+ 
certained by comparison that the three 
pieces of gun-wadding had been torn from 
that paper. A small fragment of Mc: 
Keeyer's cvat, of peculiar texture, found at 
the bloody spot, revealed the fact that the 
murder had been committed there. There 
were inany other circumstances pointing to 
the accusedpersons as the murderers, but 
one deserved special mention. On cureful- 
ly placing the paper found where the blood 
had been covered by the rock, and com- 
paring it with the wadding found in Ben 
Shelby’s gun, the following enigma could 
be read from one paper to another :—

THE VERY LATEST. 


Lonpon, Jan, 23.—A report of a terri- 
ble marine disaster last night in the Eng. 
lish Channel has just been received in Lon 
don, The emigrant ship North Leet, 
which ‘sailed from here several days ago 
for Australia with 412 passengers, exclusive 
of her crew, was in collision at midnight 
two miles off Queen Giness with an unknown 
foreign steamship,and,was cut to the water's 
edge. Only 85 passengers are known to 
have been sayed—and it is believed every 
other person who was onboard bas found 
a watery grave. No attention was paid by 
the steamship to the emigrant vessel after 
the collisi n, and she proceed on her course 
leaving the sufferers to their fate,

Nothing but spirituous 
liquors; and the Government—which is 
ouly the head of this great Household - 
have a right to say “No whiskey shall 
bo distilled.” Asylums, then, would not 
be necessary. But the public revenue 
would be effected 1 We collected last yeru 
$4,301,129:70 from tha excise duty on 
alcoholic beverages. And the answer is 
that because the State collects more from 
the manufacture of liquors than an In 
ebriate Asylum will cost, thero is so much 
clear gain—that is the Government steals 
something by the operation from the 
eopte at the expense of human life 
and happiness—gets more than it pays— 
henco the thing goes on. We say thore 
iy something revoltingly anomalous in 
the whole scheme, and nature protests 
against it. But then, naturo and art

Now, having got to this point, let us 
talk about Asylums a little. They have 
beon tried, The United States have seye- 
ral in operation, and claim success in 
them.

Railway Acoident to Members of| 
th» Dominion Board of Trade | 
On Saturday last an accident happened 
to the Prescott and Ottawa Railway train, 
on which most of the members of the Do- 


| minion Board of Trade residing in the Pro- 


yinoe of Quebec, Nova Sootia and New 
Brunswick wore returning to their homos, 
When about half a mile from Prescott the 
locomotive passed over a broken rail, and 
immediately throughout tho line of oars 
that disagreoablo and monacing motion 
which betokens a coming railway crash up 
was felt, ‘Tho cars danced madly up and 
down on the sleepers, and the passengers 
were thrown about in helpless consternay 
toin, But the crisis lasted only a few ser 
conds; fortunately tho coupling of the pas:

the track, Only the hind truck of the rear 
oar was off the rail; but the front platform 
anda good deal of the glass was smashed to 
piecos, In that car tho passengers goner~ 
ally wero hardly thrown from choir seats;

Lonpon, Jan, $1.—A telegram to Lon- 
don from their agent at Cadiz confirms the 
report thatit was the Spanish steamer 

urillo which ran into and sunk the emi- 
grant ship North Fleet off Dungeness Light 
House. The steamship, however, was not 
sunk herself, as was ac the time believed, 
but has arrived at Cadiz in safety, Her 
destination was Lisbon, for which port she 
had cargo ; but upon entering that harbor 
she was signalled not to land, as there is 
an extradition treaty between Spain and 
Portugal, under which the officers would 
have been surrendered to the British auy 
thorities tc answer charges brought against 
them. She consequently put to sea again 
and proceeded for Gadiz, as there is no ex- 
tradition treaty between Great Britain and 
Spain. The Murillo sustained no damage 
by the collision. Her officers and crew 
will soon be examined at Cadiz in relation 
to the disaster.
